Busy Times For the Party Bosses

As a rule, ordinary humanity does 


not get into a national chairmanship. 
Usually it is a hustler who holds down 
the high chair. 
For instance, there 


was Mark Hauaa, who handled the 
two campaigns of President McKinley 
and won out both times. Mr. Hanna 
had had a lifetime experience as a 
manipulator of great business con- 
cerns. 
He had executive ability to 


spare ordinarily, but; he used just 
about all of it in managing the two 
anti-Bryan 
fights. 
Hanua 
was a 


shrewd man. He knew very 
well 


that the opposition to free silver coin- 
age was just as strong in 1900 as is 
1S9G, 
and he worried the Democracy 


into a second defeat that year by fight- 
ing the battle along the identical lines 
of the first campaign despite the fact 
that the Democratic platform declared 
with emphasis that imperialism was 
the paramount issue. Chairman Hau- 
na would not be sidetracked. 
He 


fought out the issue chiefly in the east- 
ern states which now and then go 
Democratic, utterly ignoring the im- 
perialism issue. 


In 1302 the Democrats had a. strong 


character at the head of the national 
committee. William 
F. 
Harrity of 


Philadelphia was chairman. President 
Cleveland had been defeated in 18SS, 
largely on his firm stand regarding 
tariff reform. 
Mr. Harrity perccn ed 


that Mr. Cleveland was nor a revolu- 
tionist and that public opinion had 
changed greatly in four years on the 
tariff. 
Cleveland stuck rigidly to his 


position favoring tariff reform. Har- 
rity conducted an educational cam- 
paign, preaching to business men that 
Cleveland was "safe and conserva- 
tive." 
These tactics won, President 


Harrison being retired by a big elec- 
oral majority. 


Campaign Deficiencies. 


.It used to be said that nobody but a 
rich man should accept the job of na- 
tional chairman in a presidential cam- 
paign. There was a reason. 
In sev- 


eral campaigns the money to start the 
ball rolling was nut in hand when the 
campaign opened. 
It devolved upon 


01.e man—the chairman of the national 
c-uinmittee—to supply cash for imme- 
diate use out of his own pocket and 
trust to luck or love- of the cause for 
reimbursement. 
Sometimes, too, at 


the end of a campaign there has been 
a considerable deficiency. 


It is said that Benjamin F. Jones, 


chairman of the Republican committee 
in 1SS4. when Blaiue was defeated, 
paid a balance due on expenses of 
$]ii'j.OOO out of his own pocket.

Successful Test of Davis Frojec- 


, tile That Pierces Nets. 


HAS ITS OWN MOTIVE POWER. 


FEMININE BLUFFERS. 


Former Objection as to Weight Over- 


come by Use of Vanadium—Bores 
Into Heavy Target and Has a Dou- 
ble Action—Can Travel 5,000 Feet. 


Torpedo iiets, such as are extensive- 


ly used by Great Britain and -which 
recently at Newport were demonstrat- 
ed, as protection to uatUeships iroiu 
torpedo attack, were proved vulnera- 
ble the other day by a new type of 
torpedo, an invention of Lieutenant 
Commander Clelaud Davis. The trial 
test at Sheep island, at the entrance 
of Qutncy bay, was attended by Tru- 
iiiuu II. Xewborry, acting secretary of 
the navy, and by Brigadier General 
Arthur Murray, chief of artillery, rep- 
resenting the army. 


The successful demonstration show- 


ed the practicability ot tiring a projec- 
tile from a torpedo which serves as a 
gun alter it makes a Jiole in the ene- 
my's ship. This double action of the 
Duvis torpedo characterizes it as an 
entirely new departure. 
Lieutenant 


Commander Davis, as soon as he was 
assured, that his invention practically 
met his expectations, said to a New 
York 
Herald 
reporter 
at 
Quincy, 


Mass.: "This will enhance the value 
of submarine attack as conducted by 
torpedo boats, destroj ers and subma- 
rine boats. It will require a radical 
change in the construction of battle- 
ships, making it necessary to armor 
their bottoms." 


Former types of torpedoes 
when 


they strike the enemy's bhip detonate 
on the exterior of the hull and by the 
escape of gases lose much of their ef- 
fectiveness. The Davis torpedo is con- 
trived to puncture the ship's bottom, 
carrying into the ship's vitals a pro- 
jectile which detonates by a time fuse. 
Such an interior explosion directed in 
the engine room, the magazine or in 
the steering apparatus quickly places 
the ship out of action. 


In exterior appearance the new tor- 


pedo resembles a short torpedo of the 
known type. It has its own motive 
power, operated by compressed air, 
capable of traveling 5,000 feet. 
Exact | 


measurements of the torpedo have not j 
been officially given out, but 
it is j 


about sixteen feet long and eighteen 
inches at its greatest diameter. It has 
a second torpedo inside, which is fired 
through a tube when the initial explo- 
sion tears a hole in the ship's bottom. 
The first explosion starts » time fuse 
for the secoud detonation. 


Commander Davis has made experi- 


ments for the last two years and at- 
tributes much of his success to a new 
element which has only recently be- 
come obtainable in commercial quan- 
tities. It was necessary to keep the 
torpedo gun light enough to float to its 
objective and at the same time of suf- 
ficient tensile strength to preserve the 
inner tube against the initial detona- 
tion. This new element is vanadium. 
which he uses in combination with 
chroniuni and nickel. 
This reduces 


the weight of the tube from half a ton 
to eighty pounds. The only available 
deposits of this new element are in 
Peru and are under American control. 
The steel for the torpedo and the shell 
were constructed by American com- 
panies. 


Sheep island, where Commander Da- 


vis has worked out his trials, is a de- 
serted, low lying waste at the entrance 
of the bay, sharply eroded on the open 
ocean side, so that this natural breast- 
work 
afforded 
spectators 
protection 


and also complete view of tho experi- 
ment. 
The torpedo was moored at ji 


lighter and the target floated 120 feet 
to the south. The sun was bright over 
the bay, which was scarcely ruffled, 
making every detail plainly visible. 


The target tank was said by its con- 


structors to be stronger than a section 
of a battleship. It was of three-quar- 
ter inch iron, with throe interior bulk- 
heads. 
The metal was formerly a 


Standard Oil company tank at Chelsea 
and was a relic of the conflagration 
last April. This tank was fifteen feet 
high and ten feet in diameter. 
In tho 


top a. manhole was left open to relieve 
air pressure. 
Ballasted with forty 


tons of scrap iron, the target was sub- 
merged eleven and one-half feet. 


When all was ready the assembled 


officers sought the protection of the 
sea worn bank, carrying a long rope 
with which to sot the machine going. 
Secretary Newberry and Commander 
Davis, in tenders from the dispatch 
Loat Dolphin, watched the experiment 
from the water. 


"All

her government as eligible and com- 
petent to sit on city, county and school 
boards. For all purposes of local \\ork 
she is enfranchised. 
When she deals 


with the subject of woman suffrage in 
England she is theielore dealing with 
something totally different from that 
of w onian suffrage as it stands today 
in America. 
The question before the 


English people is whether the last stey. 
in the ascent of women shall be taken. 
The question as it stands in most 
states of America is whether any step 
at all in the ascent of women is wise 
Indeed, viewed in this light. Mrs. 
Ward's letter seems one long advocacy 
of municipal suffrage lor women. 


There is hardly a line in the entire 


letter but conveys the impression that 
women today have found their highc-st 
usefulness in educational and civic 
matters, a fact recognized in England 
by the privilege of municipal citizen- 
ship. This being granted, her view is 
that they should be satisfied and leave 
parliamentary suffrage—that is, control 
of national and international affairs— 
to men. This is the point reached by 
the discussion in England, but it is 
not that which it ha§ reached here, and 
to confuse the two situations is likely 
not only to obscure the ibbje, but to 
lead to misunderstanding.
